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Mr. Corbett moved, Mr. Sawyer of Wilmot seconded, 
that the Report of the Merrimack County Investiga- 
tion Committee be accepted and printed in the next 
county report as provided in section 11, chapter 44, 
Revised Laws. Motion passed on a voice vote. The 
report with recommendations as voted by the delega- 
tion is herewith attached. 

Mr. Upton moved, Mr. Lea seconded, that the dele- 
gation proceed to take up the recommendations in 
the report of the Investigating Committee section by 
section, voting to adopt or not to adopt each section. 
Motion carried on a voice vote. 

Mr. Upton moved, Mr. Lea seconded that the dele- 
gation adopt section 1 of the recommendations, keep- 
ing within budget allocations. Motion passed on a 
voice vote. 

Mr. Saltmarsh moved, Mr. Dufort seconded, that 
section II part (a) be adopted. Motion passed on a 
voice vote. 

Mr. Sawyer of Wilmot moved, Mr. Upton seconded, 
that section II part (b) be adopted. Motion passed 
on a voice vote. 

Mr. Connor moved, Mr. Sawyer of Wilmot seconded, 
that section II part (c) be adopted. Motion carried 
on a voice vote. 

Mr. Saltmarsh moved, Mr. Dufort seconded, that 
section II part (d) be adopted. Motion passed on a 
voice vote. 

Mr. Dufort moved, Mr. Saltmarsh seconded, that 
section III part (a) be adopted. Motion passed on a 
voice vote. 

Mr. Sawyer of Wilmot moved, Mr. Upton seconded, 
that section III part (b) be adopted, adding the word 
“farm” after “county.” Motion passed on a voice vote. 

Mr. Saltmarsh moved, Mr. Upton seconded, that this 
delegation recommend to the 1949 legislature that 
a study be made of county jail conditions and also the 
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feasibility of assigning the responsibility of the county 
jail to each sheriff in his respective county. Motion 
passed on a voice vote and a part of section IV was thus 
handled. Part (b) 1,2,3 was adopted on vote at the 
December 30th meeting. 


Mr. Tilton moved, Mr. Sawyer of Wilmot seconded 
that section IV part (c) be adopted. Motion passed 
on a voice vote. 


Mr. Sawyer of Wilmot moved, Mr. Bellerose seconded 
that section V be adopted. Motion passed on a voice 
vote. 


Mr. Corbett moved, Mr. Dufort seconded, that section 
VI (a) be adopted. Motion passed on a voice vote. 

Mr. Connor moved, Mr. Lea seconded, that section 
VI (b) be laid on the table. Motion failed to pass 
on a show of hands — 13 yeas — 18 nays. 

Mr. Sawyer of Wilmot moved, Mr. Upton seconded, 
that section VI (b) be amended by adding after 
the word purpose “except in emergency conditions” 
Amendment passed on a voice vote and the section 
was adopted. 

Mr. Lea moved, Mr. Sawyer of Wilmot seconded, 
that section VII (a) be adopted and presented to the 
next legislature for consideration. Motion passed on 
a voice vote. 

Mr. Lea moved, Mr. Dufort seconded, that section 
VIII be laid on the table. Motion failed on a voice vote. 

Mr. Sawyer of Wilmot moved, Mr. Corbett seconded). 
that section VIII be adopted. Motion passed on a 
voice vote. 

Mr. Sawyer of Wilmot moved, Mr. Upton seconded, 
that this same special investigation committee be au- 
thorized to follow up the recommendations adopted 
by the delegation and make a check by June 1, 1948. 
Motion passed on a voice vote. 

Mr. Saltmarsh moved, Mr. Dufort seconded that the 
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executive committee consult with the County Com- 
missioners regarding what has been done about the 
water condition at the farm and what will be done. 
Motion passed on a voice vote. 

Mr. Sawyer of Wilmot moved, Mr. Maxham seconded, 
that we adjourn. Motion passed.

OCTOBER 22, 1948 


The Members of the County Delegation,— 
Mr. Emmett A. Nawn, Chairman. 


Your committee as authorized by a vote of the dele- 
gation on January 13, made the following investigation 
and report as follows: 


The Committee went to the County Commissioners 
office and inspected the County records, questioned 
the three Commissioners, inspected the County Farm, 
interviewed the new Superintendent and Matron, in- 
spected the buildings including the Jail and inter- 
viewed the inmates and prisoners. 


We wish to report our findings in regard to the rec- 
ommendations unanimously adopted by the delegation 
and herewith report our findings: 


Recommendation No. 1 Section (a) 


Supervised inside and outside exercise every night 
weather permitting, consisting of horse shoes, soft ball 
and baseball. 
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(b) Three or four dances and 2 motion pictures 
first five months of the year. 


Recommendation No. 2 


(a) We find that the purchasing law is being ob- 
served. An effort is made to determine the prices by 
phone from several sources when the bids are not put 
out and in such cases waivers are signed by the Com- 
missioners. 


(b) The Veterinary charges against the County 
Farm for the year 1947 seemed to be reasonable. 


(c) Calls made by the veterinary are being recorded 
as made by the Superintendent. 


II. Superintendent Fenton informed the committee 
that he was in the process of setting up inventory 
control records. 


(d) The Commissioners aranged to unload coal used 
at the Court House at Concord. 


Recommendation No. 3 


(a) We found written job instructions for the Super- 
intendent, Matron and Jailer. Others were in the 
process of being determined. 


(b) Daily inspections by the Superintendent were 
being made. 


Recommendation No. 4 Section (b) 


(1) Employment services, no contact made as yet. 
Commissioner Cilley said that many prisoners can’t 
be paroled from State Prison as jobs cannot be found 
for them, even by the Parole Board. 


(2) Many contacts had been made with Mr. Shep- 
herd of the State Alcoholics Committee. 

(3) The services of the psychiatric department of 
the State Hospital has been used, whenever the Com- 
missioners felt they could use it. 
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Recommendation No. 4 (c) followed. 
Recommendation No. 4 (d) followed. 
Recommendation No. 5 followed. 


Recommendation No. 6 (a) and (d) Recommendation 
followed. 


Recommendation No. 8 


The committee upon further study feel that the size 
of the herd should be kept to the size recommended 
in the report of Dr. Abel of the University of New 
Hampshire. Your committee believes in view of the 
serious shortage of milk 10 months out of the year, 
that this herd is in no way competing with private 
enterprise and should be self-supporting. 

There seems to be a more harmonious working re- 
lationship among the commissioners. 

It would appear to us that this investigation was 
a beneficial one from several points of view and if a 
suggestion is in order we would respectfully suggest 
that a committee of at least 3 members check con- 
ditions at the County Office and Farm at least once 
each six months in the future to avoid the possibility 
of a repetition of the conditions that prevailed a year 
or more ago.

REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Merrimack County: 


In accordance with the Public Laws of the State of 
New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Merrimack 
County herewith present the annual report of the 
Commissioners, Treasurer, Solicitor, Sheriff, Clerk of 
the Court, Auditors, Superintendent of County Farm 
and House of Correction, Farm Physician and Chap- 
lain for the year ending December 31, 1948. 


CouUNTY FARM 


During the first quarter of 1948, Mr. and Mrs. Walter 
FE’. Howland supervised the County Farm. At the end 
of that period they resigned feeling that someone else 
might be better able to discharge the duties required. 

On April Ist, the Commissioners were very fortunate 
in securing the services of Mr. and Mrs. Paul Fenton 
of Andover, N. H. as Superintendent and Matron. Mr. 
Fenton is a graduate of the University of New Hamp- 
shire, president of the Merrimack County Farm Bureau, 
a former high school principal and a successful farmer. 
His wife, Mrs. Bertha Fenton, was graduated from 
college as a Home Economics major and is a former 
high school teacher. The last nine months of 1948 
have proved that their selection was a wise one not 
only for the sake of the taxpayers but also for those 
who call the Merrimack County institution ‘“Home.” 

Many changes and improvements have taken place 
this year. The Chapel has been enlarged by the re- 
moval of waste stair and closet space and has been 
made more accessible to the inmates especially those 
confined to wheel chairs, by cutting a new door directly 
into the Women’s Hospital. Three new stoves have 
been purchased, one for each side of the hospital and 
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one for the officers’ kitchen, replacing the old wood 
burning stove in use there for approximately thirty 
years. Four water coolers have been installed in 
various places throughout the institution for the con- 
venience and comfort of the inmates. Carrying out 
the recommendation of the Board of Health, two new 
dish washers have been placed in the hospital. And 
for the use of those unfortunate inmates who cannot 
walk, a new ‘‘walker”’ has been purchased and now they 
can help themselves from room to room. The roofs 
of the County buildings have been either re-shingled 
or repaired so that they now appear to be in first class 
condition. A chimney at the Ayers house, long a fire 
hazard, has been replaced. One of the silos has been 
replaced by a larger one and the other silo has been 
repaired. The Superintendent’s home has been reno- 
vated throughout and a new furnace installed so that 
this property is in much better condition than ever 
before. It has been necessary to have new grates and 
tubes in the boilers at the heating plant. The laundry 
has been repaired and is now in first class working con- 
dition. 

In fact, many things have been accomplished this 
year which would have been done before had materials 
been obtainable. At the County Farm, as in our own 
homes, prices have been high and it has been difficult 
to keep costs down, but your Commissioners have 
strived toward this end. 

We would like to mention here that the Board of 
Inebriates has sent three cases to this institution this 
year for treatment and care. We are glad to cooperate 
and have part in this fine work. 


JAIL 


The jail has been newly painted this year and a new 
recreation room for prisoners is in the process of 
completion. Since the electric inter-communicating 
system has been installed the turnkey is in touch 
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with all parts of the building at all times and any 
unusual noises or remarks are transmitted at once 
to the master station in the turnkey’s quarters. 
New grills have been installed in the windows un- 
der the jail and a new steel door at the rear. It 
is indeed gratifying to our new Superintendent and 
to Mr. Clough, the turnkey, that during 1948 there 
were no escapes. Your Commissioners believe that 
consolidation of County jails in New Hampshire is 
a sound idea and that this well equipped building should 
be retained as a jail should such consolidation take 
place. We also believe that this would enable the jailer 
to employ more than one turnkey, thus relieving him 
of the twenty-four hour duty he now performs. 


WATER 


We need not be reminded of the drought of the sum- 
mer of 1948 and lack of water everywhere. The reser- 
voir at the County Farm was also affected and your 
Commissioners employed Mr. John Prescott of Concord 
to find a new supply of water. A series of wells were 
driven just north and east of the main buildings. Dur- 
ing the height of the drought, two large tractor-driven 
pumps were connected and the water supply could not 
be lowered. This water was tested by the Water Board 
and found to be clean and pure with the exception of 
a few very slight chlorides which the Department said 
were harmless. These wells could easily become a 
great asset to the County institution should we experi- 
ence another severe drought. 

A chlorinating house has been installed on the pre- 
sent water main at the southwest corner of the field 
and wood lot. After advertising and receiving bids for 
this building, the Commissioners deemed it advisable 
to reject all bids as being excessive. This building has 
been completed at approximately one half of the 
amount of the original bids, thus saving taxpayers 
dollars.

ENTERTAINMENT AND RECREATION 


There has not been a dull moment at Merrimack 
County Farm for those who will cooperate with the 
officers and assist in maintaining the discipline of the 
institution. There have been at least four dances, four 
movies, one program by the Concord Music Club, a 
play by the Youth Fellowship of Boscawen, a Hal- 
lowe’en party by the officers, a fine Christmas party by 
the Business and Professional Women’s Club of Con- 
cord and on August 30th, a picnic was enjoyed at 
Canobie Lake, bus donated by the Daniel Webster 
Home for Children. 


FARM 


In managing the County Farm, Mr. Fenton has 
utilized the services of the Agricultural Specialists 
of the University of New Hampshire and we are sure 
this practice is to the mutual benefit of all. In August, 
the President of the University of New Hampshire, 
Arthur S. Adams, the Commissioner of Agriculture, 
Perley I. Fitts, the Director of Extension Service, 
Laurence Bevan, the president of New Hampshire 
Farm Bureau, “Uncle” George Putnam, the Secretary 
of New Hampshire Farm Bureau, Alfred French, the 
County Agricultural agent, Edward Holden and a fine 
group of Farm Bureau Members and friends of the 
County, held a Twilight Meeting at the County Farm. 
This was much appreciated by the Commissioners and 
Superintendent as we believe that it is through such 
meeting that the taxpaying public gain first hand in- 
formation concerning their institution. 

The new law passed by the last Legislature regarding 
pasteurization of milk for institutional use has been 
complied with and a special hospital license No. 6 
dated December 17, 1948 has been issued to Merrimack 
County Farm by the State Board of Health. 

On October 28th, another public sale of livestock 
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was held at the County Farm. Your Commissioners 
felt this a fine opportunity for livestock owners 
throughout the State to introduce high bred cattle into 
their herds and at the same time to lighten the tax 
burden for the citizens of our own County. During 
the year, over forty head of cattle were dispersed and, 
in our opinion, with proper care and management and 
an average number of females born, this same program 
could be followed out successfully once in two or three 
years. During the year, a new herd sire, which has 
been nominated all American, was purchased and we 
firmly believe that he will greatly improve the stand- 
ing of our herd in the future. 


WELFARE AND RELIEF 


It is apparent to all connected with this depart- 
ment that the public is more ‘relief minded” as time 
goes on and it seems that those in charge should 
handle this problem with closer scrutiny and much 
diligence. Boarded children continue to be a major 
portion of our Welfare and Relief and it would seem 
that foster parents and institutions rendering this 
Service require more remuneration than they are re- 
ceiving at present. We feel that many delinquent 
parents could do more for their children, therefore, we 
suggest frequent investigations and constant super- 
vision. 

CouNTY RECORDS 


It is somewhat disturbing to elected officials en- 
deavoring to carry out policies for a two year period 
when other elected officials, namely, Legislators, who 
know little and care less about County affairs, make 
new laws and revise existing laws, and they themselves 
are the first to default. To be more explicit, we have 
an Executive Committee made up from members of the 
County Delegation which, by law, is to meet as often 
as necessary but must meet at least once in three 
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months. Yet it becomes necessary for the County 
Commissioners to inform this Executive Committee of 
their duties and the time of meeting. Then when all 
are given due notice of such meetings only one of a 
board of six attends each meeting. We do not feel 
that those showing so little interest are in any position 
to offer advice or lay down rules of conduct for any 
conscientious, diligent elected official. Moreover, we 
sincerely hope that the new Secretary of the County 
Delegation will make special effort to have his records 
of meetings recorded in the book to be held by the 
Secretary of State as required by law. It will be noted 
that Parker Sawyer from Franklin, past secretary of 
the County Delegation, failed to send to the County 
office records made on January 13, 1948 until May 
11, 1948 and that these proceedings and those of Octo- 
ber 22nd were not to be found at all in the Record 
Book of the County Delegation.

price, discounts allowed, delivery point, etc.: one copy 
to be given to Vendor, one copy to be kept on file in 
the Commissioner’s office for a period of at least two 
years after date of issuance and available to public 
inspection at any time during that period. 


3. That in asking for bids as required by Chapter 
47 of the Public Statutes the Commissioners furnish 
uniform proposal forms to be used by bidders and that 
all bids received be kept on file in Commissioner’s office 
for a period of at least two years from date thereof 
and available to public inspection at any time during 
that period. 


4, That in the event the Commissioners elect to 
waive competitive bids under the provisions of Chapter 
47 the reason or reasons for such waiver be set forth 
specifically and in detail. We do not consider that 
statements such as “this firm has always furnished 
satisfactory goods” and “have done business with this 
concern for many years” as the type of explanation 
required by the Statutes.

To the Commissioners of Merrimack County: 


The report of the Solicitor for the period from Jan- 
uary 1, 1948 through December 31, 1948 is hereby 
submitted. 


Disposition of cases by virtue of waiver of indict- 
ment by respondents prior to the convening of the 
April Term Grand Jury. Leon Turgeon, violation of 
probation, sentenced to serve one year in the House 
of Correction; Arthur J. Clukey, grand larceny, con- 
tinued for sentence, probation one year; Kenneth B. 
Chamberlain, grand larceny, sentenced to serve not 
more than three years nor less than one year in State 
Prison; Foster D. Locke, Jr., statutory rape, con- 
tinued for sentence, probation one year; Walter G. Par- 
ker, Jr., grand larceny, continued for sentence, proba- 
tion for one year, restitution in the sum of one hundred 
fifty-three dollars and forty-six cents ($153.46); Ar-

In the discharge of its duties the Solicitor’s office 
conducted investigations into numerous felonies that 
have resulted in Grand Jury action the disposition of 
which felons has been deferred until they are within 
the custody of the proper authorities. During the 
year the Solicitor prosecuted a total of ninety one (91) 
offenders in the several Municipal Courts within the 
County. The majority of such offenses being in the 
nature of non-support, assault and battery, petty lar- 
ceny, disorderly conduct and lascivious behavior. Two 
hundred fourteen (214) complaints were lodged direct- 
ly in the office of the Solicitor. These complaints were 
investigated by the proper authorities with resultant 
Court action or social adjustment through cooperating 
agencies. 

An increase was noted in the number of complaints 
relating to non-support with a commensurate increase 
in the number of Municipal Court cases involving the 
failure to support wife or children. A marked degree 
of success was achieved in obtaining orders of court 
requiring a negligent parent to contribute a specified 
weekly sum toward the support and maintenance of 
minor children. 

In the improvement of criminal administration it is 
believed that a revision of certain of our statutes 
should be considered, especially those relating to sex 
offenses, the care and support of children, and pater- 
nity proceedings.
